McNally was charged Thurs­

The 
skyjacker 
bailed out over Indiana with 
the money and a submachine 
gun used in the skyjacking. 
Neil Welch, special agent in 
charge of the Detroit FBI of­ 
fice, said the man, whose iden­ 
tity has not been revealed, 
walked into the River Rouge 
police station Thursday night 
and said he had information 
about the 
skyjacking. 
River 
Rouge police referred the man 
over to the FBI. 
Welch told the Detroit News 
the man said he drove McNally 
back from Indiana. The man 
was questioned but not placed 
in formal custody.

River’s Debris, 
Force Blamed In 
Marina Trouble 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Ac­ 
cumulated 
debris, 
combined 
with the force of the rising Ohio 
River, ripped the Yacht Haven 
Marina from its moorings early 
Tuesday, a U.S. Coast Guard 
investigation shows. 
Cmdr. Marvin Bromen of the 
Coast Guard office here said 
Thursday that the debris and 
river force tore the head boat 
and docking fleet from their 
moorings and sent them down­ 
stream along with 58 boats at 
the marina. 
The difting boats knocked 15 
more boats loose from another 
marina downstream. Five more 
craft from two other marinas 
were damaged. Four of the to­ 
tal of 74 boats were confirmed 
sunk, and six were still miss- 
tng. 
Bromen said that workmen at 
Yacht Haven had cleared de­ 
bris from the marina once after 
transferring boats to a different 
portion of the docking area. 
But the debris began piling 
up again shortly after midnight 
Monday and the marina was 
snapped from moorings. 
Andrew 
Hauck, 
owner 
of 
Yacht Haven, estimated dam­ 
age at $100,000 to the marina, 
the boats docked there and the 
others damaged at the other 
marinas. 
Some of the 74 boats were 
retrived from as far as 20 miles 
d o w n s t r e a m from Yacht 
Haven. 
No injuries were reported. 
The river has been cluttered 
with debris since tropical strom 
Agnes caused heavy rains up­ 
stream. The U.S. Weather Serv­ 
ice said that the river at Cin­ 
cinnati had risen from 27 feet 
last week to about 40 feet at 
midnight Monday. The speed of 
the current was reported at 
three times its normal June 
rate Monday night. 
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identified an Associated Press 
photograph of McNally, saying 
he checked in Saturday evening 
and left before noon Tuesday. 
She said the man paid for Ms 
room each evening with a cred­ 
it card made out to "Martin J. 
McNally.” * 
The FBI accused McNally of 
commandeering an American 
Airlines 727 after it left St. 
Louis last Friday and jumping 
from the plane over Indiana 
early Saturday after receiving 
a satchel containing $502,500. 
FBI agents, Indiana State Po­

volunteers 
began 
searching in an area near Peru 
Saturday morning for the air 
pirate. 
A farmer, who has since de­ 
clined the airline’s offer of a 
$10,000 reward as "too little,” 
found 
an American 
Airlines 
satchel containing about $500,- 
000 in his soybean field Mon­ 
day. 
Searching also turned up two 
guns, a parachute and a coat 
identified at resembling that 
worn by the skyjacker. 
The Peru motel clerk said 
she noticed «cratches and a 
bruise on McNally's face and 
asked jokingly, "Hi, are you 
the skyjacker?” 
She said ha grinned and re­ 
ported he got into a scrape with 
his brother. 
That was the same story giv­ 
en Police Chief Richard Blair 
of Peru by the man he picked 
up Saturday night on Indiana 21 
south of Peru. Blair and Ms 
wife were shown the AP photo 
of McNally and both said it was 
tiie man they picked up and 
took to Peru. 
Blair said he and hit wife 
were driving south toward Mar­ 
ion around i p.m. when they 
spotted the man walking down 
the road toward Peru. The 
chief said he checked out the

Reds Cool 
On Renewing 
Peace Talks 


PARIS (AP) — The North 
Vietnamese, 
commenting 
on 
President 
Nixon's 
announce- 
ment of a U.S. return to the 
peace talks here, showed no 
sign today of any change in 
their position on a settlement of 
the Indochina war. 
A statement contended that 
the Nixon administration was 
forced to return to the talks be­ 
cause of the demands of a 
large sector of world opinion, 
including American opinion. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon has announced the 
United States will return to 
Vietnam peace talks in Paris 
on July 13 because he sees "a 
chance for more serious dis­ 
cussions.” 
Holding Ms first television-ra- 
dio 
news 
conference 
in 
13 
months, Nixon gave no clue 
Thursday night to the nature of 
presumed secret dickering that 
is bringing both, sides back to 
the conference table. 
In fact, he coupled his veiled 
optimism with a statement that 
"we have been disappointed in 
the past with regard to these 
discussions”—suggesting 
his­ 
tory might repeat itself. 
The Paris talks have been in 
the deepfreeze since early May. 
During a 43-minute session in 
the floodlit East Room of the 
WMte Mouse, the seemingly re­ 
laxed ctoef executive also: 
—Repeated high praise for 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
but declared he won’t make 
known his choice of a 1972 cam­ 
paign running mate until the 
Aug. 21 
Republican National 
Convention draws nearer. 
—Expressed hope the courts 
will uphold the death penalty as 
a deterrent to 
such federal 
crimes as kidnapping and sky­ 
jacking. 
—E n d O' r s e d , in perhaps 
stronger language than before, 
legislation to tighten controls 
over cheap and readily avail­ 
able handguns. 
"I have always felt there 
should be a federal law for the 
control of handguns . . . . The 
problem there is to write the 
law „. „ in such a way that it is 
precise and deals with that 
kind of handgun which ought to 
be controlled.” 
—Cautioned Congress against 
a n y 
inflationary 
or 
in­ 
adequately financed increase in 
Social Security benefits. 
—Saw the economy making 
great strides, while cautioning 
that he plans to do more to re­ 
duce unemployment.

Greene said, “By all things 
that are right, it should never 
have happened.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate adopted today a 20 per 
cent across-the-board increase 
in Social Security benefits—the 
biggest such boost in history. 
The vote was 82 to 4. 
The Senate action came in 
the face of a warning by Presi­ 
den! Nixon that such an in­ 
crease would either strain the 
% economy or push taxes up for 
millions of workers. 
The increase was added as a 
rider to a bill extending for 
four months the present $450- 
billion national debt ceiling. 
The 
amendment, 
sponsored 
by Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
also would raise payroll taxes 
in 1973 and further in 1974 to 
pay for the boost. 
In addition, it would put into 
effect for the first time auto­ 
matic cost-of-living adjustments 
in Social Security. 
T h e 
Church 
amendment 
would provide $8.5 billion in an­ 
nual additional benefits for the 
27.8 million recipients, the larg­ 
est increase since the system 
was first set up in 1935. 
The effective date for the 20 
per cent would be Sept. 1 so 
that it first would he reflected 
in checks received Oct. 3, a* 
month before the presidential 
national elections. 
The debt limit legislation was 
expected to clear the Senate by 
mid-day and go back to the 
House.

leaders 
were threatening to block any 
action on the 20 per cent today 
although they said they might 
be willing to take 10 per cent.

$9.6 Billion To

WASHINGTON (AP) - Over- 
riding 
opposition 
from

White House, the Senate has 
passed a $9.6-billion antipoverty 
bill which sets up an independ­ 
ent corporation to help the poor 
with legal problems. 
After a week of sometimes- 
angry 
debate, 
the 
Senate 
Thursday voted 74 to 16 to ap­ 
prove the measure and send it 
hack 
to 
the 
House, 
which 
passed a somewhat different 
version last February. 
A conference will attempt to 
iron out differences between 
the two versions after Congress 
returns July 17 from the recess 
for the Democratic National 
Convention. 
The Senate measure author­ 
izes funds for two more years 
for programs aimed at helping 
the 26 million Americans offi­ 
cially designated as living in 
poverty. 
The 
bill 
authorizes 
funds 
quite a bit higher than Presi­ 
dent Nixon recommended for 
many programs of the antipo­ 
verty agency, the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity.

Church said it appeared the 
bitter controversy over welfare 
reform in the bill might never 
be settled so that it was neces­ 
sary for Congress to go ahead 
on the across-the-board Social 
Security hike. 
The House in passing the big 
bill, voted for a 5 per cent So­ 
cial Security increase. 
But since that time Rep. Wil­ 
bur D. Mills, D-Ark., chairman 
of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, has said he favors 20 
per cent and that this can be 
soundly financed. Mills helned 
draft the Church amendment. 
The increase would be paid in 
all the three Social Security 
c a s h 
programs—retirement, 
family survivor and disability. 
It would boost the average 
payment for an individual, now 
$129 a month, to $158. For a 
couple, the average would go 
from $223 to $271. 
The minimum, now $70.40 a 
month, 
would 
be 
raised 
to 
$84.50. The maximum payment 
for an individual retiring this 
year, now $216.10, would go to 
$259.70. 
The 
amendment 
would 
fi­ 
nance the increase both by 
boosts in the present tax base, 
the amount of annual earnings 
on which taxes are paid each 
by the employer and worker, 
and the rates. 
The present base of $9,000 
would go to $10,800 in 1973 
and $12,000 starting In 1974. 
The rate, now 5.2 per cent, 
would be raised to 5.5 per cent 
next year. 
These changes would boost 
the maximum tax, for a person 
earning at least $10,800, to $594 
next year and, for a 'person 
earning $12,000 to $660 in 1974. 
The maximum tax this year is 
$468. 
However, Church emphasized 
that persons earning $9,000 or 
less actually would pay small­ 
er taxes in the next 25 years 
under his amendment than un­ 
der present law. 
The reason is that under 
present law the base stays at 
$9,000 
permanently 
but 
the 
rates climb faster than those in 
the Church provision. 
For example, under the law 
now, the rate next year for the 
employer and employe will be 
5.'65 per cent as compared with 
5.5 per cent under the Church 
amendment. 
Under the law now, the max­ 
imum monthly payment for an 
individual who starts to work 
now and works about 45 years 
under the Social Security sys­ 
tem would be $295.40. 
T h e 
Church 
amendment 
would take this to $345.40 as­ 
suming no changes in the cost- 
of-living. 
But Social Security experts 
have figured out that, if the 
price index continues to ad­ 
vance at 2*4 per cent each 
year, such a 
worker would 
draw more than $2.000 a month 
by 3015 under the cost-of-living 
provisions in the amendment. 
The 
only 
senators 
voting 
against the 
amendment were 
Buckley, New York, Curtis of 
Nebraska, Fannin of Arizona 
and Jordan of Idaho. All are 
Republicans.

ation.”

Q. What 
makes the com­ 
position, of music for motion 
pictures and television different 
from just writing music? 
A. It requires more than a 
talent 
for 
stringing 
various 
notes together. The composer 
must be able to convey, musi­ 
cally. feelings of passion, fear, 
tenderness, sadness or any of a 
dozen other emotional nuances 
in precisely the time aUotted, 
no more, no less. That takes 
patience,, perseverance—and. a 
mind not unlike a computer 
with a heart. 
While the creative and me­ 
chanical aspects of composing 
for motion pictures can readily 
be applied to television, there 
are some differences. In the old 
so-called 
classic 
films, 
two 
people would be up on the 
screen and music was needed, 
it seemed, to give another di­ 
mension to the screen action. 
But the way movies are now 
filmed, cut and edited, there is 
much more visual interest on 
the screen—more to hold the 
eye and. in some cases, the 
mind. 
Therefore, 
much 
less 
music is required for most of 
the pictures being scored today. 
As for television background 
music, there tends to be too 


much of it. Not infrequently an 
hour TV drama may have more 
actual minutes of music than 
an entire motion picture of 
twice the length. Part of the 
reason for this overscoring is 
that most producers are hesi­ 
tant about allowing any scene 
to play without music. Music, 
in many cases, has become a 
crutch. Few TV shows today of­ 
fer much in the way of episodic 
or background music to com­ 
pare with “Peter Gunn'* where 
we used, the jazz idiom, to play 
a key role in, each show. 
In my series, all the music 
except that of guest vocalists 
and jazz soloists is specially 
prerecorded in the studio where 
I do aU my record albums. 
After the music is recorded, 
it will be mixed down and 
played back through a speaker 
similar to those found in the 


average TV set in order to get 
the widest possiblt rang» of 
sound 
through 
tb§ 
smaller 
speaker, I think that, in this 
manner, I can guarantee possi­ 
bly the very best sound in tele­ 
vision.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON OF THE WEEK 
Job Cries To God In Pain 
Because Of His Sufferings 
By EARL L. DOUGLASS 
The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for July 2 is en­ 
titled “Discovering a Meaning­ 
ful Faith.” It is based on Bibli­ 
cal passages found in the Book 
of Job—a book not frequently 
read even by people who make 
a point of reading their Bible 
regularly. 
The Book of Job is an attempt 
to' answer the question; Why do 
the righteous suffer? Job was a 
thoroughly religious man who 
lived in the land of Uz, an area 
west of the great Arabian de­ 
sert.Job was an individual who 
appeared to have everything to 
make life happy and significant. 


'The Sunday School Lesson 
for July 2 is entitled, “Dis­ 
covering 
a 
Meaningful 
Faith.” Job 23:14, 16-17; 
42: 1-6. 


Suddenly misfortune overtook 
Job causing him to be despoiled 
of his possessions and bereaved 
by the loss of members of his 
family. The Almightly gave Sa­ 
tan permission to involve Job in 
dire physical difficulties. Three 
of Job’s friends visited Job to 
offer their condolences but also 
to remind Job that he was suf­ 
fering because he had sinned. 
Their contention was that Job 
was being afflicted because he 
had sinned, and Job, accepting 
the general principle that all 
humans are sinful, denied with 
vehemence that he was sinful, 
above all men. One by one Ms 
“friends” kept insisting that 
Job was in his present condition 
because he had not handled the 
sin problem in Ms life. Clear 
up that sin problem, they con­ 
tended, and your afflictions will 
disappear. 
Why Do The Righteous Suffer? 
It has always been a matter 
of great bewilderment to peo­ 
ple of all faiths why the right­ 
eous should suffer. Day by day 
certain people appear to be do­ 
ing the best of wMch they are 
capable yet falling at last into 
misfortune. This not only in­ 
creases their pain but fills them 
with bewilderment. Undoubtedly 
a great deal of life's suffering 
does come from the living of an 
unrighteous life, but certainly 
not all suffering. The righteous 


do suffer at times, and tMs is 
a matter not only of pain but 
bewilderment. Many people, ap­ 
parently of no conviction what­ 
soever regarding their duty to 
live an upright life, seem to 
have everything of satisfaction 
that life has to offer. Job, in the 
midst of his self-defense, sud­ 
denly realized that he will be 
justified, and the ways of the 
Lord justified also. At this point 
Job burst .into an ecstatic de­ 
claration regarding the justice 
of God’s dealing with His crea­ 
tures. The ecstatic declaration 
is as follows: “I know that my 
redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day 
upon the earth: and though af­ 
ter my skin worms destroy this 
body, yet in my flesh shall I 
see God" (Job 15:25, 26). 
I Know That My Redeemer 
Liveth 
Many people who have heard 
these words sung at Easter time 
have assumed that they were 
from the New Testament. As a 
matter of fact they have the 
New Testament outlook, zeal 
and faith, but they are an Old 
Testament utterance. They re­ 
gister what had taken place in 
Job’s life. He had heard of God 
by the hearing of the ear, but in 
the midst of his trouble his eyes 
as well as his whole understand­ 
ing, came to realize that the an­ 
swer to life’s problems is faith 
in the Unseen Being Who creat­ 
ed US' 
The popular belief is that Job 
was a man of patience (James 
5:11) but it is hard to maintain 
such a position since Job was 
often bitter in Ms complaint. 
This great affirmation of faith 
was incorporated by the com­ 
poser Handel in his oratorio 
“The Messiah.” 
In a new and humble state of 
mind Job confessed to God’s ab­ 
solute omnipotence. He could 
not understand why suffering 
and loss had come upon Mm, 
but he knew that the ways of 
God are altogether righteous. 
God reproved Job for speak­ 
ing out so boldly on matters he 
did not understand. Hearsay re­ 
ligion was not enough. It was 
only when Job, by the eyes of 
faith, had come to absolute as­ 
surance concerning the goodness 
of God that he could take satis­ 
faction in the kind of a person 


he was and the attitude toward 
life wMch he so courageously 
assumed. 
Misfortune A Test Of Faith 
The great lesson found in tha 
Book of Job is that when mis­ 
fortunes come upon people of re­ 
ligious faith they must make 
their religion work. They must 
avoid pride, passion, peevish­ 
ness and prejudice. They must 
let God govern His world and 
learn to govern themselves. 
In the First Epistle of Peter 
(5:6,7) the Apostle urges his 
followers to humble themselves 
under the mightly hand of God 
who will bring vindication and. 
exultation at last. We are to1 
cast our cares upon God, know­ 
ing that He careth for us. 
Christians believe that they 
find in the life, career, death, 
resurrection and ascension of 
Jesus Christ the fullness of truth 
revealed. By our very nature 
we can know but little of the 
real meaning of Truth. The Word 
“trust” looms large to the life 
of a true Christian, believer. The 
Apostle Paul, in his sermon to 
the Athenians, declared that 
men should seek the Lord, “if 
haply they might feel after him 
and find him, for in him we live 
and move and have our being” 
(Acts 1:727). 
The basic problems of our liv­ 
es are usually spiritual prob­ 
lems, and it takes faith to solve 
them.
